W ash in g to n , D. C .— B e llig e re n t nations 
are 
m aking every effort 
to destroy the 
a g ricu ltu ra l supply of the enem y. They are 
at the same tim e doing th e ir utmost to 
counteract the effects of the w ar on th e ir 
own sources of supply. T h ey ate endeavor­ 
ing to increase their own dom estic pro­ 
duction and to m aintain adequate reserve 
stocks 
for 
any 
em ergency. 
In 
addition, 
they are regu lating prices and apportion­ 
ing the lim ited supplies of essential com ­ 
m odities so that they w ill be of the most 
use. 


F o r the purpose of cu rtailin g unneces­ 
sary im ports and for ob taining essential 
raw m aterials, belligerent nations also as­ 
sert com plete control over im ports and ex­ 
ports. and negotiate in tern atio n al b ilateral 
com m odity agreem ents in order to assure 
so far as possible the fu tu re d elivery of 
supplies at reasonable prices. 
A fter hos­ 
tilities have ceased, certain natio nal con­ 
trols 
and 
in tern atio n al 
agreem ents 
m ay 
continue in force, and ob viously to the ad­ 
vantage of the victorious countries. 


A t present there are reasons for believ­

A lot of myths have been built 
up around World War I and 
the 
subsequent peace --- myths that 
were nurtured during the cynical 
years that followed the peace of 
Versailles. 
Many of these myths 
and 
tho 
promise of a new era of disillus­ 
ion are exploded In “ A Letter to 
the American People” 
by 
L a w ­ 
rence Hunt (Putnam: $1.50). The 
author is not a scholar, not even 
a professional writer. He is a New 
York attorney who 
is 
sincerely 
concerned about 
the 
future 
of 
democracy. 
Nothing quite so forthright has 
been written before in relation to 
the present war. 
Attorney Hunt 
has no ax to grind, except 
that 
he would like to continue living in 
a country where he mn; write the 
sort of book he has just written. 
The author establishes the prem­ 
ise that America’s entrance into 
World War I was just and logical, 
and that, 
therefore, 
post - war 
cynicism cannot be used 
as

argument to block any

The cynicism, says Hunt, grew 
up as a defense against
